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In the Office Action mailed on March 9, 2006, a second Restriction Requirement was set 
forth relating to this application. Applicant Responded to the First Restriction Requirement by 
electing claims 1-14 and 24-27. In the Second Restriction Requirement it is stated that three 
patentably distinct embodiments are shown in Figs. 1-3, 4 and 5 respectively. 

Applicant does not necessarily agree that three patentably distinct embodiments are 
shown as the Restriction Requirement contends. Applicant has reviewed the three alleged 
embodiments and the pending claims. Applicant asserts that Embodiment 1 (described in 
Figures 1-3), is covered by claims 1-14 and claims 24-27. Embodiment 2 (described in Fig. 4) 
falls within the scope of all of the claims drawn to Embodiment 1 except claim 9. Embodiment 3 
(described in Fig. 5) falls within the scope of all of the claims drawn to Embodiment I except 
claim 8. In other words, Applicant considers Embodiments 2 and 3 to be sub-embodiments of 
Embodiment 1 rather than independent embodiments. 

As explained above, Applicant elects, without traverse, the species of Embodiment 1 as 
claimed in claims 1-14 and 24-27.
